Mrs. McCulloch Objects. 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh. McCulloch objected 
to the resolution on the basis that it was 
outside the province of the conference, that 
the meeting had no business condemning a 
friendly foreign power for the management 
of its own affairs. 

„There would have been no Mississipp! 
conference today had it not been for the 
work of Mrs. Pankhurst,” said Miss Belle 
Squire. 

Mrs. Pankhurst and her tactics are being 
considered, said Miss Jane Addams, but 
the manner of her imprisonment is what 
we are aiming at. She is held as a criminal. 
We believe an injustige has been done her. 
She should be held as a political prisoner.” 


Fear Depressing Effect. 

O. A. Stewart, Miss Mary McFadden, and 
other supporters of Mrs. McCulloch argued 
the resolution would have a depressing 
effect on Ohio and other states which will 
soon vote on suffrage. 

There is such a thing as being too pol- 
itic,” responded Miss Addams. I believe 
the fear of the effect is exaggerated.’ 

Mrs. McCulloch then gained the floor 
and moved to amend the resolution by in- 
serting while not advocating militant 
methods in this country.” The amendment 
was adopted after another wrangle. 

A viva voce vote was confused. It was 
on a motion to refer to the resolutions com- 
mittee.

Factory Among Cell Houses. 

The broom factory is a two story brick 
structure 200 feet long and 50 feet wide, 
standing among the cellhouses on the north 
half of the bridewell grounds. It is the last 
building in the north and south row with the 
single exception of the women’s cellhouse, 
from which it is separated by a high brick 
wall. In addition to the new cellhouse, it is 
near one of the older structures housing 750 
men prisoners and the John Worthy school, 
where 110 juvenile offenders are confined. 

Almost before an alarm of the fire had 
reached the city fire department the Iinst!- 
tution’s.own fighting force was at work. It 
began playing the hose at once and then 
Supt. John L. Whitman turned his attention 
to the adjoining ceilhouses. 

** You're all right,“ he shouted toward the 
prisoners at the windows. We'll take you 
out if there is any danger. Keep cool.’’ 


Prisoners Yell Response, 

The superintendent was answered by a pro- 
| longed shout from their prisoners, which 
was echoed by the large crowd that had begun 
to push in upon the lawn surrounding the 
‘buildings. From its midst men and boys 
yelled at the prisoners at the windows and 
when the true situation was realized those 
pushing against the bars replied. 

Come again, we're always glad to see 
vou,“ was yelled time after time as the spec- 
tators started to depart. 

The flames did not reach the roof of the 
broom factory. The loss was $10,000,

: Big Ed Comes to Lange’s As- 


sistance After New York 
Scores Five Runs 


FINAL COUNT IS 11 TO 5. 


Persistent Swatting by Lord, Cal- 
lahan, and Collins Brings 
the Victory.

New York, May 22.—[Special.]—Chicago’s 
White Sox got square with the Yankees to- 
day in the second game of their series, but it 
took the whole pitching staff to do it, by @ 
score of 11 to 5. 

Bill Lange, who tried and falled to rescue 
yesterday's victory, was assigned the task 
of beating New York today, but couldn’t do 
it, in spite of the fact he had a margin of 
seven runs in his favor inside of three rounds.

A BRIEF OR A JUDGMENT? 

If the report of the Dillingham majority 
on the validity of Mr. Lorimer’s election 
were the brief of Mr. Lorimer’s counsel it 
would not be surprising if it failed to discuss 
certain important evidence presented to the 
committee. 
If some of the evidence were too hot to 
handle it might be ignored in a brief. It 
might be poor policy, but an attorney would 
have the option. 
What shall be said, however, of a judicial 
decision which ignores evidence? Senator 
Dillingham and his associates are pleased 
to insist that they sat judicially on thie case. 
Certainly they were expected to sit with 
judicial impartiality and to report their find- 
ings without prejudice and without bias. 
They are not, in theory, presenting a brief 
for Mr. Lorimer, but a decision on his elec- 
tion, 
Mr. Lorimer’s counsel might have omitted 


brief. Mr. Hines’ cautious biographer did, 
considering that discretion was the better 
part of logic. But why should the judges of 
Mr. Lorimer omit it from a verdict? 

Mr. Dillingham and his associates did not 
hesitate to charge Mr. William Burgess of 
Duluth with perjury. They could find no 
animus behind his testimony, no reason why 
he should enter a controversy with perjured 
testimony, no reason why he should bear 
witness other than a desire to tel] what he 
knew and tall the truth. 

Mr. Burgess said that Christian Wiehe, in 
an outbreak of smoking car candor, which, 
as every man knows, is the most inexplicable 
betrayer of caution and discretion, told him 
he had contributed $10,000 to the Lorimer 
fund. 

Witnesses were produced to substantiate 
Mr. Wiche’s denial. The most important 
of these witnesses was the young Canadian, 
Charlies McGowan. He was in the smoking 
compartment all during the time Wiehe and 
Burgess sat there. A witness named d ohn- 
gon said he sat there all the time. He was 
produced by Hines and Wiehe. Burgess 
said only McGowan was present at the time 
of the conversation. 

McGowan’s testimony was all important 
to substantiate Wiehe. Without it the ques- 
tion of veracity lay between Wiehe and Bur- 
gees, and Wiehe naturally would swear he 
made no such statement. McGowan did 
substantiate Wiehe. Afterwards he made 
incriminating statements. Detectives were 
put on his trail, and Arthur ©. Bailey 
“roped” him successfully. McGowan told 
Bafley, whom he had come to regard as a 
close friend, that Burgess had testified the 
exact truth, and thet his own perjury would 
receive compensation or trouble would be 
made for Wiehe and Hines. 

Later he wrote Bailey, and it is this letter 
which the jadicial decision of the Dilingham 
majority omits in toto. There is no refer 
ence to it. | 

McGowan wrote Bailey: 

“T made them come acrossat that, not all 
I expected, tho, and I bad a b—i of a th 
getting it, too. Had to threaten him with 
kinds of exposure.” 

McGowan admitted on the witness stand 
that he had written the letter. His ex- 
planation of it was too ludicrous to be re- 
ceived without laughter.. That letter im- 
peaches McGowan. It cannot be explained 
except by conceding to it the meaning it 
bears plainly on its face: Accept the letter 
and McGowan is done for asa witness. Put 
McGowan out of the way and the question 
of veracity is squarely between Burgess and 
Wiehe, with the latter bearing the burden 
of producing false testimony to support his 
own story. 

The judicial finding of the Dillingham 
majority ignores that letter. It has some- 
thing to say of the dictagraph test and of 
the failure of Sheridan to prove that he 
correctly recorded the words of McGowan 
when the latter fully explained to Bailey and 
Kerr, a Canadian business man, what his 
testimony had Drought him. But not a word 
about the letter. Nota word. 

Burgess is dismissed offhand as a bearer 
of false testimony and the letter is ignored. 

What shall be said of the Dillingham ma- 
jority? Are these senators the attorneys 
for Mr. Lorimer or his judges?

RAYNAUD’S DISEASE. 

HIS disease at its worst is a kind of 
dry gangrene, causing the lose of the 
affected member in a few weeks. A 
milder and more frequent form of 
the disease follows about the follow- 

ing course: During a cold spell, an ulcer 


exceedingly sore or suppurating, the tissues 
crumble away until a joint (bone and all) is 
gone, or an entire finger or toe. 

Some moderately severe cases will con- 
sume a winter in developing this far, where- 
upon the wounds will heal, but the disease 
will recur when cold weather comes again. 
Dach season will take a finger or toe, ear of 
nose, as toll. This type of the disease has 
little or no tendency to destroy life. 

Osler compares the series of phenomena 
in Raynaud's disease to what takes place 
when the hand freezes—the skin first flush- 
es, then gets blue, then turns pale, then dead 
white, stiff and without feeling. This, the 
stage of local syncope, is due to spasmodie 
contraction of the blood vessels. 

~~ 

In order to keep the blood from freezing 
the vessels are emptied. If this keeps up 
necrosis or local death ensues. If it is 
not kept up blood comes back into the veins. 
The skin becomes livid and mottled. This 
is the stage of local asphyxia. Soon ar- 
terial blood comes in, the hand becomes livid 
and swollen, and the fingers throb with pain. 
This is the stage of active 

These different phenomena, but with no 

freezing to explain them, are what happens 
in Raynaud's’ disease. They are logical 
when the vessels are trying to keep the blood 
from freezing, but when they develop with- 
out an adequate temperature reason, the 
mechaniam of the body has gone wrong. 
Raynaud's results from a continued spasm 
of the muscles which make up the walls of 
the small arteries. Why the epasm? No 
one knows. 
But for every case of Raynaud’s disease, 
typical and going on tb the loss of joints, 
there are thousands of minor manifestations 
of the same type, but in a mild form: Chil- 
blains, cold feet, and even some cases of red 
nose, enlarged veins in the face, are mild 
manifestations of the same type of disorder. 
Perhaps persisting cold feet is also a very 
mild manifestation. Another mild disorder, 
somewhat akin, is chilblains, in which the 
blood supply of the feet, having been low, 
is suddenly increased. 


~~ 

As the blood comes back some fluid es- 
capes from the vessels and blisters are 
formed. Another form noted by Osler is 
the beefsteak hand—cold, clammy, swollen, 
chapped, hypersemichands. Another, the 
beefsteak cheeks of gouty men. Another 
m seen in the cheeks of full habited men 
with red, cyanosed faces and twigs of blood 
vessels showing here and there. 

These mild manifestations may not, and 
usually do not, lead to serious conditions, 
but even the mildest of them are abnormal 
ties. If we could learn the underlying prin- 
ciples of Raynaud's disease we would know 
the underlying principles of less important 
conditions. If we could control these incon- 
veniencing minor conditions it would help 
in the solution of the problem of Raynaud's 
disease.

Woman Physician Thinks 
Cats Peril Rats No More. 


There are innumerable socialisms. There 
is no socialism.” This statement is made by 
Dean Albion W. Small of the University of 
Chicago in the American Journal of So- 
ciology, issued yesterday by the University 
of Chicago Press. Dean Smal! writes further: 
“There is no Socialist movement in this 
country. There are countless groups of 
people who call themselves Socialists, but 
their incoherence is evident in the proneness 
of each group to dispute the right of every 
other group to the nam ‘Socialist’ So- 
cialism on the south side of Chicago is not 
identical with the socialisrn on the north side, 
and neither of these types has the precise 
thumb marks of socialism on the west side. 
„ Soclallem in Milwaukee is not one and 
the same thing with socialism in either geo- 
tion of Chicago, nor does socialism in Haver- 
hill, Mass., correspond exactly with our 
western type; while socialism in Buffalo or 
Paterson or Pittsburgh has its traits as 
separatistic as the differentiating revqu- 
tionary elements that are now rending 
China.

“ Socialists, like other sectartans, assemble 
congresses in which there is a certain funda- 
mental unity of opinion. Outside of such 
assemblies, which, in the nature of the case, 
would be composed of the relatively like- 
winded, 1 have never in my life had the ex- 
perience of meeting two Socialists in suc- 
cessicn v ho indicated itentical ideas of their 
titular doctrine. 
80 far as my contact with Socialists is 
criterion, they agree on c in vague gen- 
eral statements, but beyond that they dis- 
agree as widely as chance pairs of men whom 
we might stop on the street and interview 
as to their conceptions of democracy. 
“All our social problems may be reduced 
to the differences of opinion about the valid- 
ity of the principle that men are more im- 
portant than capital. It is a part of the trag- 
edy of life that all good men cannot find 
their place on the side of the ethical prin- 
ciples, and all the bad men are not segregat ed 
within the trochas of immorality.

Her con- 
clusions, after a careful investigation, are 
that all forms of animal life living with 
man may become infected with human dis- 
ease organisms, and may transmit these 
organisms to each other and to man. In 
this connection the cat is credited with being 
the worst offender, because of ite close con- 
tact with members of the family and the 
respect in which it is held as apcatcher of

Commenting on this phase of preventive 
medicine, Dr. Osborne writes: 

“It ness occurs ih the family, too often 
the cat Is used as a means of diversion by 
both child and adult. Such a cat, when ex- 
posed to contagious disease, inevitably con- 
veys infectious material with her as she wan- 
ders about. In fact, the cat ts so close to the 
center of the home that she may literally be 
considered) her human brother’s keeper. 

“The habits of the family cat are well 
known. Her constitutionals include large 
areas—even in the city. She igs a universa) 
scavenger, bringing as proudly dead and 
decomposing birds and mice as freshly 
caught. Many morbid and contagious feline 
diseases arise from scavenging. The most 
daintily cared for family cat will uncon- 
cernediy roll again and again in the dirt, no 
matter whether it be astreet dirt, an ash pile. 
or a dump heap.”

eral public the following conclusions must 
be drawn: 


“1. A cat should be kept under as complete con-

Tem- 
perary inconveniences must be expected under 
circumstances of this nature, 4s in the wrecking of 
a building the safety of the public cannot be well 
looked after and at the same time all conveniences 
retained. 

This department aims at al) times to protect the 
public from injury and often has to impose tem- 
porary conditions that are not the most agreeable, 
but if this city is to take its place among the 
really beautiful cities of the world, the old, out of 
Gate buildings must be removed so as to make place 
for the new and beautiful. With this end in view, 
the public should be willing to suffer temporary 
inconveniences at times. 

In reply to the point of causing congestion on 
Wabash avenue, I submit the following: The 
writer suggests the idea that it would be better to 
have all trucks loaded on the Adams street side of 
building. To do this would necessitate a change of 
entry and exit for the metal and heavy ware to the 
car line.

Blow to Wilson by 
the Presbyterians.

Minneapolis, Minn. May 22.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. Dr. Naphthall Luccock of Kansas 
City, Mo. was elected a bishop of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church at the genera! confer- 
ence today on the fifteenth ballot. 
After the election of Dr. Henderson and 
Dr. Shephard last evening on the eleventh 
ballot, three ballots were taken without an 
election. On the fifteenth ballot Dr. Luccock 
received 548 votes, 514 being necessary for a 
choice. 
Dr. J. P. Brushingham was seated this 
morning in the Rock river delegation in the 
place of Bishop-Elect Shephard and the Rev. 
Dr. Wilbur F. Sheridan, Kansas City, was 
seated in the place of Bishop-Elect Luccwcl.. 

— — 

Dr. Luccock is the oldest in years of the 
candidates thus far elected and older than 
any other candidate who has received a large 
vote. He was born in Kimbolt, O., Sept. , 
1853. graduated from Ohio Wesleyan uni- 
versity, and studied for two years in the Uni- 
yersity of Pittsburgh He taught Greek for 
three years in Allegheny college, Mead- 
ville, Pa. 
He was a pastor for ten years in various 
churches in Pittsburgh. Later he went to St. 
Louis, where he was pastor for twelve years 
of Union Methodist Episcopal church. He 
was at one time the editor of the Methodist 
Magazine. Until his election he was pastor 
of the Hyde Park church, Kansas City. He 
has a reputation for geniality and good story 
telling as well as for literary and theological! 
attainments. 
Dr. Andrew Gillies of Minneapelis with- 
drew his candidacy today and left Br. H. C. 
Jennings as the only candidate ting 
a Minnesota conference. Dr. Jéhnings’ vote 
increased on the fifteenth ballot to 109.
